ing advocate of free coinage, gave notice 
of an amendment to the bill, providing 
tbat silver dollars, 412}£ grains in 
•weighr, shall be minted as provided in 
the Act of 1837, which coins and all 
silver dollars heretofore coined, of a like 
•weight and fineness, shall be legal lendei 
for all debts, public and private, except 
where otherwise stipulated in the coo 
tract, and authorizing aud directing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to purchasi 
from time to time silver bullion, not les' 
than 2,000,000 nor tnoro than 4,000,000 
ounCLS a month, unrl cause it to hi- 
coined monthly aiTTast as purchased. 


With that amendment tacked to tin- 


Sherman bill, the sooner it becomes » 
law the better for the people. 
That it 


cannot puKs \\ithout aa amendment ot 
that chaiacter there la scaicely cause foi 
doubt. The silver sentiment 18 in tin 
ascendency m the Senate and it bids fan 
to continue uppermost in that body altei 
the 4th of March, wheu several goldbug* 
now in that body will be supplanted bj 
silver men.

The question is one 


of great iinpoihmce, to Nevada, in tact, 
next to the free coinage of silver, the 
most important ot any that is now sought 
to be solved.

There is no hope that the General Gov- 
ernment will make an appropriation io 
the near future for the reclamation ol 
arid lands, but if it should conclude tc 
do something in that line for a State 
that enabled it to resume and maintain 
specie paymeni, a comprehensive aorl 
equitable inigation law will be as esseu 
tml then us it 13 now. 


The bill under consideration inay not 


be perfect, and if not amendments in- 
tended to make it so should be suggested 
by practical migators, who have learned 
by experienco w h i t changes are neces 
sary. The four water divisions proposed 
by the bill vveie mado by nature, ot th»t 
parsons who are familiar with the water 
courses and 
topography of the Statf, 


have no doubt, and if any improvement^ 
can bo made in the method provided bv 
the bill tor controlling and distributing 
the water nnol determining the right to 
its use the Legislature should be advised 
on the subj.-ct so that the bill CUD b< 
made as ju»t, equitable and satisfactor) 
as possible.

doubled, and a constant source of expense 
and worriment done away witb?

THE BOABD OF OONTBOL. 


The most importunt section, of tbe bill 


introdno-d by Mr. LaGrave is th»t provid- 
ing {or the creation of a Board of Control by 
which tbe settlement of water right ques- 
tions ia taken out of the oouita and vested 
in officers who make them a subject of 
special study, being burdened with DO 
other official duties, and who, having tbe 
responsibility for the work placed squarely 
upoa them, must of necessity ezersise 
great care and rare judgment in making 
decision*). 


This Board not only adjudicates claims, 


filing tbe order of priorities and the amount 
of water to ba allowed, but it al»o controls 
the division among appropriators, to the 
end tbat each shall receive that to which 
be is justly entitled. 


THK ADTASTAOEH CLAIMED 


For this procedure are* that it places tbe 
settlement of wat»r right questions in the 
bands ot those best informed—best quali- 
fied by training and experience to solve 
them—aud the most interested in the 
success of the system. It consolidates, 
Mimplifl-s, expedites and cheapens tbe 
settlement of water right controversies, or 
the acquiring of title to tbe use of water, 
and tends to create a body of specially 
informed and 
skillful administrators of 


water right laws, 


If we ever hope to extend agriculture in 


the State; if we desire to re-olaim tbe mill- 
ions cf acres of sagebrush lands now lying 
idle by tbe application of w&t.°r—and in 
ttio lies Nevada's ouly chance for future 
growth and prosperity—we must speedily 
proceed to tbe determination of alt exist- 
ing rights, so tbat we may know whence 
the water required is to come. 


•VESTED BIGHTS. 


It may be well to state that it ba? never 


been tbe intent of the fortners of this bill 
to deprive any appropriates cf water of 
any rights, which be has already acquired, 
nor could this be done wan such the desire. 
All vested rights must be respected, and 
all patties will be entitled to tbe water 
toey legally claim under existing lawn. 
Under tbe propsed law priority of a'f'prori- 
ution gives the batter right. 


^ STATE ENGINEEB. 


This brings me to tbo next section of the 


bill, providing for a State engineer. That 
such an officer IB a accessary part cf any 
irrigation system that may ba adopted by 
the State sorely cannot be doubted by any 
thoughtful person. As in everything else, 
and preeminently go in irrigation matter*, 
their supervision of the opt-rations of all 
connected therewith. Besides this, the 
creation of snob an offioe provides tbe 
only proper, reliable and economical means 
of collecting the data absolutely required 
if we propose to develop the Agricultural 
resources which we believe Nevada pos- 
sesses. 


WATKB DIVISIONS. 


It is not believed tbat any argument is 


necessary io favor of dividing the State 
into water divisions, and the appointment 
of a enperiutendent for each division who 
shall be ex-offioo member of tbe Board of 
Control. 
The conditions governing tbe 


DBS of water on the various streams of tbe 
State vary somewhat, and it is essential 
tbat tbe superintendent should have an 
acquaintance with these conditions. Henoe 
the superintendent should bo a resident of 
tbe division for which he is appointed. 


Ia providing for the anbdivison of the 


State into minor sections, and tbe appoint- 
ment of commissioners tberefor, it has 
been tbe idea to provide tbe simplest, 
fairest and most economical superintend- 
ence of tbe division of tbe 8 ato water 
among tbe appropriators. 


THB BB6T POLICY. 


There may be doubts in the minds of 


some as to the policy of tbe State refusing 
permission under any eiroumstanee 
to 


divert tbe public water, but it would seem 
tbat only a little study of the eviU growing 
out of over appropriation will disptl that 
objection. Every ditcb built in excess of 


the question, placing tbe solution in the 
bands of the men best qualified to deal 
witb tbe problems involved—viz., the irri- 
gator and the engineer—or to let matters 
go on in the manner they have gone 
hitherto? 
1 bat some such system as tbe one pro- 


posed by tbe bill introduced by Mr. La- 
Grave i» bound to be adopted sooner or 
later in this State, if we have to develop 
our agricultural resources, thus building 
ap a great and prosperous oommonwraltb, 
is beyond question, and the longer it is de- 
ferred tbe more difficult and expensive will 
it be to put into operation.

KXPBNBE OF THK BT8T{X. 


It has been suggested ttat the expense 


of Ihe system which tbe bill creates will 
constitute an objection to Its adoption by 
tbe Stote. In reply to this it may bo stated 
tbat if the assessed valuation of the prop- 
erty of Nevada be f 30,000,000, the direct 
annual cost for tbe State will probably be 
under twooents on each $100, and further, 
that there is more money being expended
